Bxperiment Stations. 


A subscriber asks us to state what we re- 
gard as the proper work for an Experi- 
ment Station such as we have frequently 
advocated in connection with the State 


feeding not only our own population, but 
millions beyond our limits. The richness 
of new lands, filled with the plant-food ac- 
cumulated sineg the formation of soils, has 
made our people earejeas of scientific agri- 
culture. They are satisfied to rob the soil, 
and to sell the fertilizing material that is 
poured from the lavish horn of Western 
plenty in golden crops, and to see the heri- 
tage of posterity transmitted in alien ships 
¢ In the older States this bar- 
barous system ean no longer be followed. 

Nature sets stern limiteto sych spolia- 
tion, and exacts the penalty, Prodigality 
and depletion are followed by sterility; 
then care, labor and scientific knowledge 
must strive to restore the waste. It is 
recognized as sound economy for govern- 
ments to assist the agricultural interest to 
replace the wealth of the State. Farming 
is and always will be an experimental pur- 
suit. But the farmer, engrossed with the 
cares of his daily living, if he had the edy- 
cation and habit of observation, has neither 
the time nor means to conduct special ex- 
periments. Nor is it economy to make 
thousands of attempts, when one public 
experiment made by scientificmen would 
suffice for all. 

In the twenty-ninth and last annual re- 
port of the Agriculture of Massachusetts, 
Secretary Russell thus speaks of Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stations and their his- 
tory: “The experiments made by individu- 
als, and brought to general notice at these 
public meetings, have been of great value, 
and have plainly proved the urgent need of 
an experiment station, to be maintained by 
the Commonwealth, and administered by 
officers appointed for that purpose, Agri- 
cultural experiments so conducted are rec- 
ognized by all enlightened governments as 
an essential part of modern progress. Some 
of the most useful information in the fore- 
going pages, is due to the published results 
of the investigations made at the stations of 
foreign governments. The value tous of 
experiments made in other countries is, 
however, limited by the different conditions 
under which we live; and the variety of 
soils, variation of temperature, and rain- 
fall on this continent, render the experi- 
ments made in our State inapplicable to 
the agriculture of another State. The first 
experiment station was established at 
Bechellronn, near Strasburg, on the estate 
of M. Jean-Babtiste Boussing-gault, pro- 
fessor of rural economy in the Conserva- 
tory of Arts at Paris, in 1835. In 1852 the 
Leipsic Agricultural Society founded the 
station at Moeckern, which was the parent 
of all the German institutions. The im- 
portance of this humble beginning may be 
seen in the multiplication of stations in 
Germany, and in the rapid progress of the 
German people in scientific agriculture. In 
1879 there were seventy-nine experimental 
stations in Germany, spreading the results 
of their investigations all over the world. 
All Europe has been stimulated by this ex- 
ample; so that there are now supported 
by the several governments one hundred 
and twenty-three stations, pursuing every 
branch of research that may assist agricul- 
ture or horticulture.” 

Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
North Carolina and Georgia, have experi- 
ment stations which have been intelligent- 
ly conducted and have done great good to 
the agriculture of those States. Noris the 
good confined to those States, for the re- 
sults of their experiments have been wide- 
ly circulated by ie of the agriccltural 
press. New York appropriated forty 
thousand dollars for the establishment of 
an experiment station, and other States are 
moving in the same direction. The State 
of Maine has an establishment at Orono, 
where buildings, a laboratory, a farm, cat- 
tle, and other essentials are provided. A 
small annual appropriation would be suffi- 
cient to utilize the means already at our 
disposal. Shall we have an Experiment 
Station?

it ismatural, Mankind are naturally grega- 
rrious in their dispositions and habits. 
A person who goes from the city into the 
country forafew days finds it agreeable 
and restful, bug@t him prolong his stay 
and how he will miss the moving trains, 
the passing steamers, the daily papers and 
the hum and bustle of business. In isola- 
ted farm life, the head of the family who 
goes to town two or three times a week, 
gets along very well. They are the stayers 
at home who suffer from isolation. The 
children first go to the city and in due 
time the parents follow them. Hence these 
same tenantless farms and deserted farm- 
houses, Farms are not deserted on account 
of laziness; the American farmer as a rule 
is not lazy, but he is social and will seek 
the place where his desire for sociability 
ean be gratified. Materially, the farmer is 
better off than the resident of the city. He 
is more independent, has more of the com- 
mand of his own time, feeds better and 
gets a better return for his labor. It is the 
social starvation which drives him to the 
city and keeps him there, and has pothing 
to do with the nature of his work or its 
material reward. 

Farmers’ sons and daughters are better 
educated now than formerly, and while 
striving to give them educational advanta- 
ges and perhaps practicing self-denial to do 
80, the farmer dogs not recognize the fact 
that these same advantages and this same 
education call into life a new set of social 


wants. Having spent a few terms at the 


academy, farmers’ sons and daughters re- 
turn to the farm with new ideas and new 
desjres, and if there is no provision made 
for their gratification, and they find noth- 
ing at home but the mapotopous round of 
farm life, they will be all ready on reach- 
ing their majority to leave their rural 
homes for places in the city. When a 
young man or woman reaches that point 
where they know the difference between 
living apd getting a living, they will never 
be satisfied with the Jatter alone. The only 
remedy that we know of for this state of 
things, is to make farm life and society 
more attractive. Provide good reading; 
spend something every year in the way of 
adornment; plant trees and cultivate flow- 
ers; encourage social gatherings of the 
young; encourage picnics, concerts, lyce- 
ums and leetyres; encoyrage the Grange; 
establish a brighter life, one that shal] giye 
some significance to labor,

Germany which is pre-eminently the land 
of smokers, is becoming seriously alarmed 
at the serious effects of the habit upon the 
national health. Pipes and beer are the bane 
and curse of the nation. According to re- 
ports resulting from government investi- 
gation, a clearly defined line has been dis- 
covered between the smokers and the 
non-smokers who attend the polytechnic 
schools, those who do not smoke being de- 
cidedly superior in general scholarship and 
mental vigor. The poisonous nicotine, so 
far coynteracted in the adult smoker by 
the resisting forces of his mature constitu- 
tion, takes hold of the forming tissues of 
the young, and does its injurious work, 
without hindrance. In Germany if a boy 
is caught smoking he is locked up. The 
government has become anxious about the 
effect of tobacco on the physique of the 
soldiers of the future, and in order to rec- 
tify in some measure the evil, ordered the 
police to arrest all boys found smoking in 
the streets if they are under sixteen years 
old. and to have them punished by fine 
and imprisonment. 


A series of sales of Shorthorn cattle has 
recently been held in Kentucky at which 
the rise in value characteristic of the last 
twelve-months was well maintained.

Prof. Riley, Entomologist to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, says that of all the 
many remedies that have been tried for the 
imported cabbage worm since it first be- 
gan to spread over the country and to play 
havoc with our cabbage fields, few, if any, 
have given satisfaction. Itis safe to say 
that the most satisfactory remedy, so far 
discovered, is the use of pyrethrum or Per- 
sian Insect Powder. He first tried it in 
1879, but would not recommend it until he 
had made further experiments. These he 
made the current year and caused to be 
made by a number of his agents and corres- 








pondents. The general experience is most rectl 


favorable, he unhesitatingly recommends 
it for all the different worms affecting the 
cabbage plant. 

Mr. Oscar Brown of Riverside, cultivates 
asmall farm but he does itin a manner 
which many would do well to emulate. 
He has this year an acre of cabbages, 
half an acre of onions and half an acre of 
Hubbard squashes. These crops are all 
looking finely and the ground is absolutely 
weedless. He has raised this year, two 
and one half acres of Lost Nation wheat, 
very fine straw and well filled. This wheat 
followed cabbages and corn.

‘THE Crops—THE StaTE FarR—MONTRE- 
AL HORTICULTURAL Sacyety—A Pew 
Fruit NOTES. 


There will not be a failure of any crop in 
Vermont this year, unless an early frost 
should injure the corn, which looks finely, 
but is a week or ten days late. Corn is not 
a very important crop in this State, the av- 
erage being not over an acre per farm, but 
it is becoming of more consequence and the 
area planted promises to increase material- 
ly through the adoption of western meth- 
ods of cultivation, especially in the Con- 
necticut and Champlain valleys. A strip 
ave four miles wide along Lake 
Champlain is as good corn land and as eas- 
ily tilled as the prairies, while the average 








eld exceeds that of the great corn grow-| both 


ng States. One Chittenden county farmer 
has this year 60 acres of corn in one field. 
and believes it will mot cost him over 33 
cents a bushel in the crib. A large-eared 
corn, shelling a bushel from 100 full ears, 
grows to perfection along the lake, and all 
corn growers know the importance of large 
ears in chegpening cost. Husking the 
small, 8-rowed Canada gorn can hardly be 
done at less than 10 cents a bushel of dry 
shelled corn, while the large Champlain 
corn can be husked for 5 cents for the same 
quantity. There are, I think, not less than 
a hundred farmers in Vermont (and I should 
not be surprised to learn that the number 
is double my guess) who will be prepared 
to put up ensilage sufficient for half feed for 
their dairy herds next winter. The unani- 
mously favorable report of all who tried it 
last year had a great effect upon the minds 
of our dairymen. If the coming season 
should give equally satisfactory results on 
this broader scale, we shall find silo-build- 
ing quite general next summer. 

The wheat crop is very fine, especially 
in northern Vermont, which is as muvh a 
natural wheat country as northern Maine. 
I have seen several fields that will go over 
30 bushels. and both oats and barley are 
equally good, though not much of the latter 
is sown. Potatoes are also a very fine crop 
with as yet little sign of rust. The bugs 
have been pretty well seen to, and will not 
much lessen the average crop. Our State 
Fair takes place at Montpelier, Sept. 14, 15, 
16 and 17. Itis always a good show, and 
our State Society has accumulated a fund 
of nearly $20,000 from the profits of its ex- 
hibitions. More attention is being paid by 
the managers to the exhibition of fruits, 
which was quite cr“ditable last year, and 
will be this year. As we have no 
Horticultural or Pomological Society in the 
State, this function devolves naturally on

Notes from Granite Hill Farm. 


The Baldwin. 

I have read with considerable interest 
Mr. Chas. G. Atkins’ article on orcharding 
in last week’s issue of the FARMER, in re- 
ply to queries of another correspondent. 
The Baldwin apple merits all the praise 
given to it in the past and still stands un- 
rivalled as the most productive, the best 
selling, and consequently the most remun- 
erative fruit extant, not even excepting the 
Roxbury Russet; and therefore | cannot 
quite agree with your esteemed correspon- 
dent in some of his views. I am sorry for 
him that he has changed his mind, or rath- 
er that he has the least hesitation in the 
matter. Never spoil a good intention, nev- 
er! Why, I was thinking not long ago 
that if I could possibly set out another or- 
chard of 100, 500 or even 1000 trees, every 
one of them should be Baldwin. Indeed, | 
would give $100 to-day, could my last young 
orchard, which consists of the choicest fruit 
early and late, be suddenly transformed 
into Baldwins. It would be money in my 
pocket eventually. “But there is another 
view to be considered besides the money 
point, and when I think of that and of the 

reat pleasure derived from growing the 

st fruit, | would not have it changed for 
all the world, and if I have too many Tet- 
ofskys, Am. Summer Pearmains. Red As- 
trachans, Porters, Gravensteins, Nodheads, 
Summer Sweets, Winter Sweets and North- 
ern Spys for the market, I can call in my 
friends and have a good time generally 
Hence, on the whole, it might be well for 
my friend to try a fewof the above-named 
varieties. The Northern Spy is certainly 
worthy of cultivation, but it will not keep 
as well as the Baldwin, neither will the 
Nodhead, Bellflower. Hubbardston Non- 
such; the Talman Sweet will not keep as 
well as is supposed and is not generally 
popular, while the Roxbury Russet will do 
well only in special localities. By mere ac- 
cident I kept a barrel of Bellflowers till 
nearly the first of May. ‘They opened 
pretty well, but about one-third of them 
were spotted and unfit for market, while 
those that were sound sold hard because 
people were afraid of them. The trouble 
was, exposure to the air and handling soon 
made them look bad. Baldwins were then 
in the market looki as fresh and bright 
and sound as when picked from the tree, 
and they were something more than a cook- 
ing apple, too. All the saloons and restau- 
rants had them for sale and they Were con- 
sidered fair eating. There is one apple, 
however, which Mr. Atkins has overlooked 
and which is worthy of more than a pass- 
ing notice. It has been mentioned occas- 
ioned by correspondents, but more espec- 
ially by Mr. Granville Fernald. 1 mean the 
“Wagener” or “Wagner.” Years ago I 
ordered three trees of that variety and to- 
day I wish we had one hundred trees. It 
is asplendid apple, first class in every re- 
spect but size (that is medium) and the tree 
is perfectly hardy and very productive. I 
think it will —_ as long as the Baldwin, 
but have not fully tested it in that respect 
yet. The skin is more tender than the Bald- 
win, yet the flesh is firmer and finer 

ained, and the flavor far superior. My 

agener trees are so loaded this year that 
they will have to be propped. The state- 
ment that the Baldwin will not succeed or 
do well on rich moist land needs a slight 
modification. True, it is just the soil the 
Roxbury Russet and Yellow Bellflower de- 
light in, but itis also the very soil the 
Baldwin delights in and does best on, pro- 
vided, however, there be natural or artifi- 
cial drainage. A cold, damp soil stunts the 
Russet tree and is certain death to the 
Baldwin. The best Baldwins we have ever 
raised have been on rich, moist land, not 
on dry upland, though we have raised very 

ones there.

Correspondents’ Notes and Queries. 


Mr. Editor: In your issue of July 28th 
you say you would like to hear from some 
of those to whom you sent sorghum seed 
for trial. I don’t know how it has been 
with some, but with mel have not been 
disappointed, for as you say “‘it has been a 
very bad season to test it;” but so far | 
like it very much better for garden fodder 
than cow corn if nothing else. I sowed 
the seed you sent me on a piece of ground 
that had been planted to cow corn for three 
or four years, well manured every year. 
But I think if I can get any seed of the 
same kind I shall sow it on green sward as 
I have experimented with both, and that on 
the green sward has done the best. I am 
satisfied that it does not want a very strong 
dressing. I sowed onthe old ground the 
4th of June, but it did not make its appear- 
ance for nearly three weeks, it was so cold 
and dry ; that sowed on green sward on the 
6th, two days after the first, got up in three 
or four days and is growing vigorously. 
It grew over two feet in less than one week 
after we had that heavy rain the last of 
July. As I consider it far superior to any 
cow corn I have ever planted, should I be 
fortunate enough to at any seed this sea- 
son, I shall sow a good lot of it next spring. 
I find there is a little yellow wire worm on 
the old ground that cut out quite a third 
part of it when about two inches high; 
that on the green sward is now from one 
foot to four feet high. That on the old 
ground from one to two feet. Will give 
you results in harvesting.

enterprising young man of Fairfield, has 
for pe years manufactured a lawn set- 
tee, which he has shipped to all parts of 
the country, to Canada and the Provinces, 
while last season large numbers were sent 
direct to Europe. His annual shipments 
are about seven thousand, though not quite 
up to that number this year on account of 
the season. Five hundred of these settees 
have lately been sold, to be used at the 
New England Manufacturers’ Exhibition in 
Boston. During the past winter five thou- 
sand toy carts and ten thousand sleds were 
sent out from this shop. The question of 
a pulp mill at Fairfield is settled by a com- 
pany going there and purchasing the mill 
and property of William Connor, at the 
head of the Island. Work will be com- 
menced at once w the buildings neces- 
sary to carry on business. All of the 
millmen have contracted their wood, edg- 
ings and waste for ten years, and this will 
be made into pulp by a process perfected 
by W. H. Tower of Ohio, one of the firm 
and manager. The corn shop in Hiram 
is rapidly approaching completion. It is 
thought that some corn may come in this 
week. and it is intended to have the shop in 
readiness. Work on the corn factory build- 
ings in Skowhegan is neariy done, and the 
machinery is being put in place prepara- 
tory to commencing operations next week. 
Mr. Smith of Washington county, an old 
employe of J. W. Jones, will have charge 
of the indoor work of the canning business. 
About two hundred and fifty hands will be 
employed during the canning season. The 
factory at North Haven is canning mack- 
erel, and is supplied daily with all it can 
use.
